Editorial

The  time  existed,  a  few  centuries  ago,  when  it  was  imma- 
terial that  most  of  the  world's  population  did  not  know  how  to 
read  or  write;  did  not  know  the  simplest  rules  of  mathematics; 
or  did  not  know  about  the  political  and  social  systems  which  have 
been  created.  For  in  those  days  most  f)eople  were,  in  fact,  if 
not  in  name,  slaves  to  a  system  governed  by  an  oligarchy.  It 
was  assumed  that  these  rulers  knew  all  that  anyone  needed  to 
know. 

Today,  we  in  the  Western  world  engage  in  self-rule.  This, 
however,  is  a  very  risky  business.  We  now  know  that  ruling 
ourselves  is  not  a  sufficient  end  in  itself  —  for  if  we  rule  badly, 
we  may  be  thrust  back  into  a  state  of  slavery.  The  task  we  face 
today  is  not  merely  to  rule  ourselves,  but  to  rule  wisely  —  so 
wisely  that  our  own  dignity  along  with  the  dignity  of  all  man- 
kind is  brought  to  light. 

And  from  where  will  this  wisdom  to  rule  come?  It  comes, 
of  course,  through  the  adventures  of  learning  and  understand- 
ing. We  have  come  to  learn  that  knowledge  may  be  a  dangerous 
thing.  The  search  for  knowledge,  understanding,  and  wisdom 
must  be  pressed  forward  ever  more  energetically.  For  we  know 
that  whatever  problems  knowledge  may  bring  us,  they  hardly 
transcend  the  distress  created  by  those  of  ignorance. 

Today,  as  we  are  leaving  English  High  School,  we  have 
acquired  something  more  than  just  a  diploma,  we  have  acquired  a 
foundation  for  the  knowledge  necessary  to  the  proper  guidance  of 
both  our  lives  and  those  of  all  mankind.

In  1820,  the  town  of  Boston  felt  that  the  time  had  arrived  to  supplement  its  secondary 
school  system,  which  at  that  time  consisted  of  only  the  Latin  School.  A  subcommittee, 
consisting  of  clergy,  merchants,  and  jurists,  was  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  p^o^^ding 
advanced  schooling  for  boys  not  pursuing  a  college  career.  This  committee  presented  a  report 
which  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  school  to  be  called  the  English  Classical  School 
(a  title  that  was  eventually  changed  permanently  to  the  Enghsh  High  School  in  1833)  with 
admittance  obtainable  thru'  suitable  examination.  This  committee  further  stated  that  the 
course  should  be  spread  over  a  period  of  three  years,  with  subjects  including  English,  Math, 
and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  school  was  opened  in  a  building  on  Derne  Street  (in  the  rear  of  the  State  House, 
the  site  now  commemorated  by  a  plaque,  gift  of  the  Class  of  1874)  in  the  year  1821. 
George  Barrold  Emerson,  a  famous  New  England  educator  and  botanist,  was  appointed  the 
first  headmaster.  Mr.  Emerson  served  until  1823,  resigning  at  that  time  to  open  a  fashionable 
academy  for  girls. 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of  Solomon  P.  Miles  as  headmaster,  the  school  was  moved 
from  Derne  to  Pickney  Street  where  it  remained  until  1844.  Mr.  Miles  retired  because  of 
ill  health  in  1837  and  was  succeeded  by  Thomas  Shenvin,  a  master  in  the  school  since 
1829.  Mr.  Sherwin,  a  great  and  beloved  headmaster,  and  a  famous  author  of  math  text-books, 
presided  over  the  school  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  70  in  1869.  During  his  regime  such 
famous  men  as  J.  P.  Morgan,  the  great  financier,  and  Samuel  P.  Langley,  inventor  of  the 
airplane  engine,  were  graduated  from  the  school. 

In  1844,  the  English  High  School  was  moved  to  a  building  on  Bedford  Street,  which 
was  also  to  house  the  Latin  School.  There  the  school  remained  until  1881  when  English 
was  moved  to  an  elaborate  new  building  on  Montgomery  Street,  a  building  regarded  in  its 
time  as  one  of  the  finest  educational  edifices  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Ciunston,  a  master  in  the  school  for  over  20  years,  was  appointed  headmaster  at 
Sherwin's  death.  He  continued  in  this  post  until  1874,  when  he  retired  to  pursue  a  business 
career.  Edwin  Pliny  Seaver,  an  instructor  of  mathematics  at  Harvard,  was  his  successor, 
resigning  in  1881  to  accept  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Boston,  the  second 
teacher  at  English  High  to  be  honored  so,  —  John  D.  Philbrick  having  held  the  position 
previously.  Francis  A.  Waterhouse,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  and  headmaster  of  Newton  High 
School,  was  his  successor,  continuing  in  that  office  until  his  untimely  death  in  Europe,  while 
on  leave  of  absence  in  1894.  Mr.  Robert  Babson,  a  teacher  of  German  since  1864,  was 
appointed  his  successor. 

Mr.  Babson  retired  because  of  ill  health  in  1901;  it  was  during  his  time  that  the  system 
of  departmental  heads  was  established.  Mr.  John  F.  Casey,  his  successor,  had  been  a  teacher 
of  mathematics  in  the  school  since  1872  and  was  held  in  the  greatest  of  esteem  by  the  alumni 
and  student  body.  Mr.  Casey  retired  reluctantly  in  1915,  because  of  the  age  limit  and  was 
succeeded  by  William  B.  Snow,  then  head  of  the  French  Department.  During  Mr.  Snow's 
regime,  the  EngUsh  High  School  celebrated  its  centenary.  In  1922,  the  School  Committee 
elected  Mr.  Snow  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Boston  public  schools,  whereupon  he  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Walter  F.  Downey,  who  had  been  a  teacher  of  mathematics  in  the  school 
for  12  years. 

On  Mr.  Downey's  retirement  in  1954,  Mr.  M.  Henry  Mclnerney  was  named  headmaster. 
It  was  in  Mr.  Mclnerney's  time  that  English  High  School  moved  from  the  old  building  on 
Montgomery  Street  to  the  High  School  of  Commerce  building  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur.  Since 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Malone  as  headmaster  in  1956,  many  new  honors  have 
been  brought  to  the  school.

FRESHMAN  YEAR 

Our  eventful  years  in  English  High  School 
started  in  the  late  summer  of  1959,  when  we 
arrived  at  the  English  High  Annex.  Much  to  our 
surprise,  we  discovered  that  the  first  and  second 
floors  of  the  building  were  occupied  by  the  Boston 
Clerical  School. 

After  being  assigned  our  lockers  and  locker 
partners,  we  were  given  our  programs.  These 
schedules  soon  proved  to  be  not  as  confusing  as 
we  had  anticipated;  in  fact,  we  got  into  the  swing 
of  things  very  quickly,  after  a  few  pep-talks  by 
Mr.  Sullivan.

All  too  quickly,  June  came  and  vv^e  had  our 
last  Honor  Day  Assembly.  The  few  lucky  ones 
on  the  Honor  Roll  stayed  after  the  assembly  and 
had  a  party  with  the  traditional  cake  and  ice 
cream,  to  speed  them  on  their  way. 

This  was  just  the  beginning  of  our  glorious 
years  in  English  High  School.  The  best  was  yet 
to  come. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR 
Arriving  at  the  Main  Building,  we  found  that 


we  had  to  readjust  to  the  English  High  School 
again. 

As  soon  as  we  started  traveling  back  and  forth 
to  school,  assemblies,  which  were  designed  to 
show  us  how  to  act  on  the  M.  T.  A.,  began. 
These  did  little  good,  however,  since  too  many 
pupils  and/or  too  few  street  cars  prevented  any 
semblance  of  order. 

Our  first  real  set-back  came  in  November 
when  we  received  our  IBM  report  cards.  Forgery 
was  no  longer  possible.  The  only  good  thing  was 
that  the  "Ds"  were  not  in  red  ink. 

About  this  time  we  were  subjected  to  the  first 
test,  one  of  the  many  we  would  be  taking  in  the 
next  three  years.  It  didn't  have  a  name,  just  the 
simple-sounding  letters  N.  E.  D.  T. 

During  this  year  we  had  our  first  opportunity 
to  view  the  annual  Engfish  High  School  Variety 
Show.  As  usual,  our  talent  was  excellent,  and 
we  hope  the  "Men  of  Honor  and  Achievement" 
who  follow  us,  will  be  equally  endowed. 

Another  set-back  came  when  we  heard  of 
"Doc"  Frazier's  retirement.  Our  disappointment 
was  over,  however,  when  we  learned  that  he  was 


to  return  in  the  fall,  to  help  more  students  into 
college,  as  he  had  been  doing  for  years.  Our 
hope  at  this  time,  was  that  he  would  stay  and 
help  us  into  the  next  phase  of  our  education, 
when  we  were  ready  to  leave  E.  H.  S. 


Before  long,  June  came  and  another  year  was 
over.  We  now  had  two  down  and  two  to  go. 

JUNIOR  YEAR 

The  beginning  of  the  second  half  of  our  stay 
at  English  High  School  soon  proved  to  be  vastly 
different  from  the  first  two  years.  We  were 
bombarded  with  all  sorts  of  tests:  P.S.A.T., 
N.M.S.Q.T.,  and  finally,  S.A.T.  They  demon- 
strated how  little  we  actually  knew. 

For  the  first  time,  we  were  introduced  to 
English  High  School  Drill,  which  necessitated 
our  buying  a  drill  uniform.  These  made  us  look 
more  like  workmen  than  cadets.  We  were 
instructed  by  our  "upper  classmen"  and  we 
learned  very  quickly,  that  they  didn't  know  any 
more  than  we  did.

Representing  the  countries  Burundi,  Bolivia,  and  Canada,  the  English  High 
School's  delegation,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Devore  and  Mr.  Johnson,  took  part  in 
the  sixth  exceptionally  well  organized  model  U.  N.,  which  took  place  at  Harvard 
University  on  December  8,  1962.  This  model  United  Nations  was  completely 
run  by  Harvard  undergraduates.

The  resolutions  in  this  assembly  ranged  from  Congo  operations  to 
admission  of  Red  China.  The  United  States  declared  war  on  Cuba;  the  Russian 
delegates  spoke  excellent  Russian;  delegations  got  up  and  walked  out  in  defiance. 
From  all  aspects  the  model  U.  N.  was  quite  realistic  and  successful  in  simulating 
the  activities  of  the  United  Nations.

Ben  Marks  put  English 
out  in  front  in  the  first  period  by  a  magnificent 
run  down  the  right  side  line.  The  try  for  the 
extra  point  failed  and  English  was  out  in  front 
to  stay  6-0.  Before  the  half  ended,  Marks  and 
Preston  Johnson  each  added  another  touchdown 
and  the  Blue  and  Blue  led  18-0  at  halftime.
